llichmoncl, Va., Jan. 13..It will bo a

surprise to many, probably a majority,
of Virginians to know that (luting the
year ISPS there was an Increase in real
estate values in the State aggregating
nearly }:!,000,000.
This statement was made at the Au¬

ditor's office to-day, and at first seem¬
ed hardly credible. Figures were at
once shown, however, clearly substan¬
tiating the assertion.
There lias been so much talk of the

depreciation In land values in Virginia,
and the assertion was so frequently
made during the session of the last
General Assembly that the Income
from real estate taxation would be
greatly decreased when the lands were
re-assessed next year, that it will be
a matter of great surprise that there is
to he an increase instead.
The great increase has been in the

counties. The Increase over 1897 on
lands was $152,433: on lots In (owns,
1336,719: on buildings, $1,123,034; it total
of $1,612,180. The Increase in cities over
is'.i? was $1,113,180.

The.Itd-n-t.tuerettge Hi the State over
1S!»T in the assessed values of lands,
lots, and buildings, was $3,725,360.

Tills sum would* be very much in¬
creased had the laud been assessed
last year. These llgures show that it is
not proper to speak of Virginia as
poverty strli ken. "Lands are increase-
imr In value nil the time," said an otii-
clnl at the Auditor's Offlco yesterday.
"A few months ngo in my county a
small farm, not a specially good one,
was sohl for what was thought to be
a good Price. In a few weeks it was
re-sold for an advance of $2,200."
